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President Ratzesberger Appoints 1954 Convention Dates 


1953 N.C.A. Committees 


President Louis Ratzesberger, Jr., 
this week announced the membership 
of 20 N.C.A. Committees to serve 
during 1953. 


Of the total, 16 are standing com- 
mittees and 4 special committees. In 
addition to these committees, subcom- 
mittees are named by committee chair- 
men to carry out specific duties when 
the occasion arises. 


The study of the pattern of the 
relation of research activities to other 
activities of the Association, for which 
the Board of Directors authorized cre- 
ation of a special committee, will be 
made by the Finance Committee. 


In carrying out the Board’s reso- 
lution with respect to this study, Presi- 
dent Ratzesberger assigned the study 
to the Finance Committee because it 
is responsible, under the N.C.A. By- 
Laws, for preparing annual budgets 
of the Association, 


On the next five pages of this issue 
are pubilshed the complete list of 
committee personnel, with the chair- 
men of each indicated, preceded by the 
names of the N.C.A. officers, Board 
of Directors, and Administrative 
Council. 


Saturday, January 23, to 
Wednesday, January 27, are the 
1954 Convention dates estab- 
lished by the sponsor associa- 
tions with the Atlantic City 
Convention Bureau, it is an- 
nounced by N.C.A. President 
Louis Ratzesberger, Jr. These 
dates have been agreed to by 
the Executive and Advisory 
Committees of the National 
Food Brokers Association in an- 
swer to a mail inquiry and by 
the Directors of the Canning 
Machinery & Supplies Associa- 
tion at their meeting April 9. 
Program details of meetings and 
exhibit are still to be worked 
out, but tentatively it is ex- 
pected they will follow the same 
pattern as that of the last two 
Annual Conventions. 


Tomato Products Sanitation 


Recommendations to tomato 
canners for use in 1953, and 
suggestions for a research pro- 
gram to be undertaken by indi- 
vidual canners have been pre- 
pared after careful study by a 
special committee of the N. C. A. 
This committee was appointed 
last year by the chairmen of the 
Scientific search and Raw 
Products Committees. 

A progress report of experi- 
ments conducted in 1952 also is 
being sent with the recommenda- 
tions to all tomato canners. 

The special committee is con- 
tinuing its study during 1953. 


Interim Agricultural Group 
Calls for Farm Policy Debate 


A stepped-up study and full public 
debate of existing farm programs has 
been recommended by the 14-man In- 
terim Agricultural Advisory Commit- 
tee. 


This was one of the major recom- 
mendations of the Committee at a 
meeting March 30-31. This was the 
second meeting of the group, which 
was appointed by President Eisen- 
hower last December. 


The Committee acknowledged that 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
is committed for the next two years 
to a program of mandatory price sup- 
ports at 90 percent of parity on cer- 
tain farm products. 


However, the Committee expects 
full public discussions to lead to rec- 
ommendations on changes in farm 
programs that should be enacted in 
the interest of agriculture and the 
national welfare. 


The Committee is expected to hold 
its next meeting May 25, according to 
USDA. 
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Legislation authorizing the Presi- 
dent to invoke a 90-day freeze on 
prices and wages was approved this 
week by the Senate Committee on 
Banking and Currency. 


The Committee also approved ex- 
tension of existing law authorizing 
allocations and priorities on materials 
and facilities. This is the present au- 
thority for set-aside orders. 


These are among provisions of a 
bill to amend and extend the Defense 
Production Act, providing “standby” 
economic controls through June 30, 
1955. 


The new price and wage control 
provision would authorize the Presi- 
dent to invoke a 90-day freeze on 
prices, wages, or rents if he finds that 
such action is necessary in the inter- 
est of “national security and economic 
stability.” 


Under the Committee proposal, the 
freeze might be invoked as of the 
business day preceding the freeze, or 
on the nearest date within the pre- 
ceding 30 days on which, in the Presi- 
dent’s judgment, price, wage or rent 
levels were generally representative. 
A 30-day rollback would thus be pos- 
sible. 


The 90-day freeze is designed to 
afford time for Congress to enact new

The April issue of McCall’s maga- 
zine devotes eight pages to a section, 
“124 Practical Food Ideas and Penny- 
wise Recipes.” The magazine cover 
shows foods from the article and an- 
nounces “Extra—in this issue—new 
penny-wise recipe book.”

Good Housekeeping Magazine 


On the cover of the April issue of 
Good Housekeeping magazine, one of 
the features brought to the attention 
of readers is the section entitled 
“Chicken Cook Book.” Good House- 
keeping has had a number of recipe 
book sections in previous issues, and, 
as this one does, they have contained 
numerous uses of canned foods. 


At the beginning of the article two 
pages of pictures give chicken buying 
and storing information. One of the 
pictures carries the caption, “A joy! 
Chicken in handy cans, ready to heat 
—whole, half, fricassee, boned, a la 
king, ete. Look for U. S. inspection 
mark. Remember, too, luscious canned 
cream-of-chicken soup and chicken 
broth, chicken bouillon cubes; all ‘sing’ 
with flavor.”

stabilization legislation, in event of 
a new national emergency. 

In the extension of allocation and 
priority authority, the government 
would not be allowed to allocate ma- 
terials in the civilian market unless, 
in the case of scarce and critical ma- 
terials, national defense needs create 
a significant dislocation of normal dis- 
tribution to such a degree as to create 
appreciable hardship.

RESEARCH 


Control of Corn Insects 


Federal corn insect research, which 
until now has been largely concen- 
trated on ways to control the Euro- 
pean corn borer and the corn ear- 
worm, is to be changed to give em- 
phasis to the control of all major corn 
pests and to fit in with similar re- 
search by the states and other agen- 
cies, it was announced by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture April 8. 

Stations for studying the different 
corn insects will be located in at least 
seven states. The realignment re- 
sults from a four months’ review of 
corn insect problems in consultation 
with state experiment station person- 
nel in 30 corn-growing states. The 
review was conducted by the USDA’s 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine. 

The realignment will place more 
emphasis on research concerned with 
controlling soil insects of corn, the 
Southwestern corn borer, and other 
less well known but highly important 
corn insects, USDA stated. 

Headquarters for research on the 
European corn borer will continue to 
be at Ankeny, Iowa, with substations 
at Toledo, Ohio, and Moorestown, N. J. 
The corn earworm will be studied in- 
tensively at the research station at 
Urbana, 

Plant resistance to corn earworm in 
sweet corn and popcorn is the chief 
research problem at the Lafayette, 
Ind., station. At a newly established 
station at Stillwater, Okla., the corn 
insects most destructive in the Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Arkansas and Texas 
area will get major emphasis. At 
State College, Miss., entomologists will 
continue work on corn insect problems 
of the southern states. 
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Washington Laboratory Issues 
Three Reports 


Three technical reports recording 
and summarizing results of N.C.A. 
experimental studies on cannery waste 
disposal have just been compiled by 
the Association’s Washington Labora- 
tory. These serve as a permanent rec- 
ord of the results and conclusions, and 
to inform those interested in the op- 
erating characteristics of the disposal 
methods studied. Copies are available 
on request to the N.C.A. Washington 
Research Laboratory. 


The first of these, Research Report 
No. 1-53, is entitled “Treatment of 
Pea and Corn Wastes by Partial Ana- 
erobic Digestion and a Preliminary 
Investigation of the Oxidation-Reduc- 
tion Potentials of These Wastes”, and 
covers studies of anaerobic digestion 
in an open pond prior to impounding 
in a lagoon. Research Reports Nos. 
2-53 and 3-53 deal with the topic 
“Treatment of Cannery Wastes by 
Aeration”, the first of these dealing 
with laboratory studies on grapefruit 
wastes and the other with a pilot plant 
study of pea and beet wastes.

Dr. Cameron Interviewed 
For New Food Journal 


Dr. E. J. Cameron, Director of the 
Association’s Washington Laboratory, 
was one of 18 leaders in science, 
agriculture, and food processing inter- 
viewed for a feature presentation in 
the first issue of the new Journal of 
Agricultural and Food Chemistry, 
publication of which by the American 
Chemical Society began with the April 
1, 1953, issue. This publication pro- 
poses to cover the broad field of the 
chemistry of agriculture, food and nu- 
trition and to provide a common meet- 
ing ground for all the scientists and 
technologists concerned with food, 
clothing, shelter, and industrial prod- 
ucts from agriculture. The persons 
interviewed were chosen to present the 
current status and future prospects 
of research and development in these 
various fields. 


In Dr. Cameron’s survey of present 
trends in canning technology he 
pointed to the progress being made 
in sterilization by heat, and discussed 
other proposed methods such as that 
of irradiation. 


Chairman of U.S.-FAO Group 


Romeo E. Short, Director of the 
Foreign Agricultural Service, has 
been appointed by Secretary Benson 
to be chairman of the U.S.-FAO Inter- 
agency Committee, thus becoming the 
key official for the day-to-day rela- 
tionships of the United States with 
the Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations. 


The Committee he heads was set 
up in 1946 to aid the Secretary of 
Agriculture in coordinating U. S. par- 
ticipation in FAO. Purposes of the 
FAO are to bring about better pro- 
duction and distribution of agricul- 
tural commodities and to raise stand- 
ards of living of rural people. The 
United States contributes about $1.5 
million annually to the FAO budget. 


Mr. Short, formerly a vice presi- 
dent of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, has responsibility for for- 
eign activities of the USDA.
